A ttorney G eneral U. S. W eb b d ra ft­ 
ed the new m easure at the suggestion 
of G ov ernor Johnson and a copy wa3 
placed im m ediately in the han d s of 
S e cretary Bryan. 
T he term “ineligib le to citizenship,” 
w hich is declared b y S ecre ta ry Bryan 
to b e odious to the Japanese, is not 
included and Progressiv e Repub lican 
leaders are confident they hav e arriv ­ 
ed at a solution of the prob lem tha t 
will receiv e the en d orsem en t of P resi­ 
den t Wilson. 
S ecretary Bryan declined to com­ 
m e n t upon the new b ill except in con­ 
ference. 
T he principal featu re s of the b ill 
are : 
F irst—All aliens eligib le to citizen­ 
ship may acquire and hold land in 
the sam e m an n er as citizens of the 
U nited StHfes. 
Second—All other aliens m ay ac­ 
quire and hold 
land ‘‘in the m an­ 
n e r and to the e xte n t and for the 
purposes 
prescrib ed 
b y 
any 
tre a ty 
now existing b etw een the gov ernm ent 
of the Cnited S tates and the nation 
or country of which such alien is a 
citizen or sub ject.”

T hird —C orporations 
com posed 
of 
aliens other 
than 
those, who 
are 
eligib le 
to citizenship 
m ay acquire 
and hold land only according to the 
te rm s of existing treaties. 
F ourth 
P resen t holdings of aliens, 
regardless of their rights to citizen­ 
ship, are protected. 
F ifth—T he 
state 
specifically 
re­ 
serv es its sov ereign right to enact 
any and all laws relatin g to the ac­ 
quisition or holding of real property 
b y aliens. 
A ttorney G eneral W eb b w orked up­ 
on the theory tha t there* could b e no 
ob jection to writing into the Califor­ 
nia statu te the specific lim itations of 
the Japan ese treaty of 1911. 
U nd er the term s of this treaty Ja pa ­ 
nese sub jects are perm itted to own 
“houses and lands for residential pur­ 
poses, 
factories, 
m anu factories and 
shops,” according to Mr. Wob b . 
An­ 
othe r clause perm its Japan ese sub ­ 
je c ts to lease land 
for “ residential 
and com m ercial purposes.” 
T hese 
are 
the 
only 
stipulations 
m ad e and It is the b elief of the attor­ 
ney general tha t the rights of Ja pa ­ 
nese sub jects to land ow nership in 
the U nited S tates stop at this point. 
U nder his construction of the treaty 
no land can b e owned or leased b y a 
Japan ese for agricultural purposes, ex­ 
cept tha t which is already owned, or 
for any othe r purposes except those 
se t forth in tho agree m en t b etw een 
the nations. 
It is generally b eliev ed here that 
the new 
act would 
accom plish the 
ends said to he desired b y the people 
of the stute, namely, the prev ention o t 
the fu rther acquisition b y Japan ese 
sub jects 
of 
farm ing 
lands 
and 
ranches.

m ent w as calm ly v oted down b y the 
b ig D em ocratic majority. 
Sev eral mi­ 
nor a m e n d m en ts offered b y the w ays 
and m ean s com m ittee to correct the 
phraseology of the b ill w ere adopted. 
Most of the talk turned on the rec­ 
ords of the Dem ocratic side of the 
house on the question of creating a 
tariff com m ission. 
Tho Repub licans, 
led b y R epresen tativ e Mann of Illi­ 
nois, b egan their a ttack s on the v a­ 
rious 
prov isions 
of 
the 
chemical 
schedule b y declaring tha t the “w eak­ 
nesses" in the rates show the need of 
Inv estigations of a tariff lx>ard.

R epresentativ e Underwood, in reply, 
declared the D em ocrats had prov ided 
the b ureau of foreign and dom estic 
com m erce in the d epartm en t of com­ 
m erce and tha t the failure of the 
T aft ad m in istration to v italize tha t 
b ureau with sufficient appropriations 
had prev ented its doing the work o f 
tarifT inv estigating. 
R epresentativ e G ardner of M assa­ 
chusetts said tha t R epresentativ e U n­ 
derw ood 
and 
other 
D em ocrats 
had 
v oted for the tariff com m ission in the 
Sixty-first congress when the Repub ­ 
licans w ere in power and urged tha t 
they support the Repub lican proposi­ 
tion now 
Then R epresentativ e Murdock, the

He declared b oth Demo­ 
cra ts and R epub licans were opposed 
to the tariff com m ission schem e and 
recalled the last day of the Sixty-first 
congress, G annon’s final appearance

IS GENTLE BUT VERY FIRM. 


Vidalla, I.*., April 30.— Flood w ater 
from the G ib son’s landing crev asse in 
the Ixjuisiana lev ees, twenty-fiv e miles 
north of here, is spreading with de­ 
stru ctiv e force ov er Concordia parish, 
sub m erging town after tow n in its 
path sou thw ard to 
the 
Red 
riv er. 
H u ndreds of hom eless persons and 
thousand s of head of cattle a re b eing 
mov ed from the flooded district. 
The 
know n loss of life in this section is 
confined to two negroes. 
More than 5,000 refugees hav e b een 
taken from the territory, which is b e­ 
ing rapidly inundated und within a n ­ 
other week, It is estim ated, the U nit­ 
ed S tates arm y relief corps will in* 
sheltering and feeding at leust 20,000 
more. 
T here are 3,500 refugees In the 
relief cam p ut N atchez and hundreds 
of others a re arriv ing on ev ery ste a m ­ 
er sen t out b y the relief corps. 
F erriday, I-a., a town of 1,000 per­ 
sons in Concordia parish, is inundated 
and the w ater is rising rapidly. 
At Clayton the w ater is ten feet 
deep and rising. 
T he T en sas aud Black riv ers hav e 
b een flooded b y the crev asse w ater 
and are ov erflowing into the eastern 
part of C atahoula parish, b ut no large 
tow ns are endangered in tha t section.

ed," etc., and a provision attached re­ 
m oving th e restriction as to land in 
m unicipalities.

be subm itted to vote of people in No­ 
vem ber, 1914.”

Ferriday, La., a tow n of 1,000 per­ 
sons in Concordia parish, is inundated 
and the w ater is rising rapidly. 
At Clayton the w ater is ten feet 
deep and rising. 
T he T e n sas and Black rivers have 
been flooded by th e crevasse w ater 
and are overflowing into the eastern 
p art of C atahoula parish, but no large 
tow ns a re endangered in th a t section.

Tomorrow is Assessment Day 
Tomorow is assessment day and a 
good many transient concerns have 
been awfully busy in April getting 
their goods placed around town on 
fake sales and shipping them out of 
town when they couiu not be hid in 
th a t way . 
I see a good many goods 
going to the depot today th a t would 
not be consigned to the railroad com­ 
pany today but for the fact th a t to­ 
morrow is assessment day . 
None of 
these concerns nave been pay ing any 
taxes and if they get the property out 
of town tftday it cannot be assessed 
tomorrow. 
We have a law on the statute books 
requiring a license for transient mer­ 
chants, but so far as I know there 
has been no effort made to compel 
them to take out a license and none 
of them so far as 1 know have volun­ 
tarily applied for license. 
This practice is certainly a great 
imposition on our resident merchants 
and dealers. 
They will be assessed 
tomorrow' and every bit of property 
in sight will be assessed and they 
will have to pay taxes on their heavy 
stocks of goods which they are c a r­ 
ry ing to accommodate 
their 
home 
trade and better protection ought to 
be given. 
The transient dealer hires 
a vacant store for a few weeks and 
under-sells other because he is able 
to dodge taxes and other legitimate 
expenses th a t the resident merchant 
has to pay . 
The transient dealer al­ 
so can get inferior goods on the m a rk ­ 
et and he is out of the country before 
the deception is discovered and he is 
alway s out by the 1st of May , al­ 
though sometimes there is another 
dodge worked. 
The goods are as­ 
sessed but when the authorities come 
to collect the taxes a change of own­ 
ership has taken place since the as­ 
sessment was made and the new own­ 
er refuses to pay the other fellow's 
taxes. 
The tax dodger is the meanest kind 
of a crook and there never has been 
sufficient effort made here to bring 
him to time or to protect the legiti­ 
mate dealer from his unlawful com­ 
petition.

Tomorow is assessment day and a 
good many transient concerns have 
been awfully busy in April getting 
their goods placed around town on 
fake sales and shipping them out of 
towrn when they couiu not be hid in 
that way. 
I see a good many goods 
going to the depot today that w’ould 
not be consigned to the railroad com­ 
pany today but for the fact that to­ 
morrow is assessment day. 
None of 
these concerns nave been paying any 
taxes and if they get the property out 
of town tftday it cannot, be assessed 
tomorrow. 
We have a law' on the statute hooks 
requiring a license for transient mer­ 
chants, hut so far as I know there 
has been no effort made to compel 
them to take out a license and none 
of them so far as I know have volun­ 
tarily applied for license. 
This practice is certainly a great 
imposition on our resident merchants 
aud dealers. 
They will he assessed 
tomorrow and every bit of property 
in sight w'ill be assessed and they 
will have to pay taxes on their heavy 
stocks of goods which they are car­ 
rying to accommodate 
their 
home 
trade and better protection ought to 
he given. 
The transient dealer hires 
a vacant store for a few' weeks and 
under-sells other because he is able 
to dodge taxes and other legitimate 
expanses that the resident merchant 
has to pay. 
The transient dealer al­ 
so can get inferior goods on the mark­ 
et and he is out of the country before 
the deception is discovered and he is 
always out by the 1st of May, al­ 
though sometimes there is another 
dodge worked. 
The goods are as­ 
sessed but when the authorities come 
to collect the taxes a change of own­ 
ership has taken place since the as­ 
sessment was made and the new own­ 
er refuses to pay the other fellow's 
taxes. 
The tax dodger is the meanest kind 
of a crook and there never has been 
sufficient effort made here to bring 
him to time or to protect the legiti­ 
mate dealer from his unlawful com­ 
petition.

their rate to five per cent.” 


Another hank writes as follows: 
“ We have always paid, since our 
organization, four per cent for twelve 
months and three per cent for six 
months, and three per cent on sav­ 
ings accounts, and we consider this 
a good fair rate and th a t all a de­ 
positor is entitled to under present 
conditions. 
Up to about nine years 
ago th a t was the prevailing rate of 
all banks around here. 
“ When our 
competitors 
started 
business they a t once made their rate 
five per cent. 
Our bank stood it as 
long as thvy could, hut finally had to 
come up to five per cent or lose a 
good share of tuT"Ir deposits and th a t 
started the trouble. 
The banks in 
the neighboring towns then had to 
pay the same rate. 


“ To make matters still worse, I 
have it on reliable information, th a t 
our competitor pays six per cent to 
some of his depositors.” 
Another bank writes as follows: 
“ The interest rate we are paying 
now is three per cent for six months 
and four per cent for a year, but we 
have always paid three per cent at 
this bank until October 13th, 1911, 
and all the other banks went up to 
four per cent and of course we had to 
too. 
We would be glad to put the 
rate at three per cent if all the rest 
of the hanks would put it at the same 
rate.” 


There does not seem to be any lim­ 
it beyond which some men engaged 
in the banking business will not go in 
paying for deposits and the banker 
who has raised his rate from three 
per cent to four per cent to meet 
competition must not think that he 
has met the situation. 
lf anything it is an easier matter 
to be forced from a four per cent rate 
to live per cent. 
The organization of new’ hanks has 
had more to do with the rise of rates 
than any other cause. 
With hanks springing up on all 
sides and at every cross road almost, 
it is evident that some cannot exist

rates and the effect of this in turn is 
passed along. 
The time is now’ at hand when the 
hankers must make

stand in this matter. 
Heroic tr e a t­ 
ment is necessary.

a small part in getting started the 
movement to adjust rates on certifi­ 
cates of deposit so th at the depositor 
will receive for his deposit all thot he*

The efficient banker is the one who 
can increase his deposits and build 
up his business when he is compet­ 
ing on an equal basis-with his com­ 
petitors; he is the one who will make 
a hid for the business on the basis of 
strong h and service and not on high 
interest rates. 
In far too many banks the deposit-1 
ors are receiving practically all of 
the earnings of the hank and there is 
not enough left to pay salaries, which 
is necessary to secure competent men 
to manage the banks. 
There are too many grocery store 
salaries paid to cashiers today arid 
the time will surely come when the 
results of ill-advised hanking will he 
felt by every hank. 
The time to rem ­ 
edy these conditions is now and no 
one will meet the situation hut you 
men who have your property, your 
business and your 
reputation 
at 
stake. 
There is a general feeling th ro u g h ­ 
out the state th a t something should 
be done. 
In my opinion it is not practical to 
try and establish the same rate every­ 
where in this state, neither is it prac­ 
tical to try to have any congressional 
district adopt a given rate. 
I trust I may he pardoned for sug­ 
gesting a plan which to me seems 
feasible. 
I would suggest th a t the state be 
divided into zones and that the first 
zone be designated the three per cent 
district, the second the three and 
one-half per cent district, the third 
zone the four per cent district, the 
fourth zone the four and one-half 
per cent district and the fifth zone 
the five per cent district. 
I could not 
recommend th a t any bank pay more 
th an five per cent interest. 
You will not find this an easy task, 
for although more than eighty per 
sent of the bankers will meet you 
more than half way, you will find 
that the other twenty per cent will 
be won over only after the hardest 
kind of work. 
I 
believe 
th e 
attem pt 
worth 
while, for if you succeed you will 
not have merely selfishly saved your­ 
selves and the institution which you 
represent money, but you will have 
accomplished much more; you will 


have placed the banks of the state in J 
a position of safety and should have 
the everlasting thanks of every man, 
woman and child who is, or expects to i 
be a depositor in a bank in Minneso­ 
ta.
